TH “railroad watch” has long en- 
+ joyed a unique reputation as the ac- 
cepted standard of accurate time, 
especially with the traveling public. 
Anyone who has traveled on trains has 
noted how frequently passengers a: 
railroad men for the exact time and 
how those passengers, regardless of the 
excellent make or timekeeping record 
of their watches, are outwardly grati- 
fied if they correspond with the railroad. 
standard. 

Ifa railroad man tells you that your 
watch is 10, 15 or 20 seconds off, you 
don’t argue with him beeauge you 
know he’s right. Leading American 
watch manufacturers, recognizing the 
railroad watch as a symbol of accurate 
time, often advertise their product by 
picturing it in the hand of a trainman 
or engineman, well aware that no other 
endorsement could be more convineing. 

But how many folks, other than 
those in the branches of railroad service 
which require accurate time measurc- 
ment, knew the story of how railroad 
watches and clocks are kept in such 
elose-to-perfeet running order; how 
often they are inspected and adjusted, 
cleaned and oiled; and something of the 
department which does the job? 

On Southern Pacific, Pacific System, 
and its affiliated lines, 16,000 railroad 
watches are ticking away regularly with 
never a variation, on the average, of

ON THE DOT: What’s the Right Time? Just Ask 


Any Railroader Whose Job Has to do With Train Operations 


more than a few seconds. Thes 
watehes are the heartbeat of the rail- 
road, and the responsibility of keeping 
them in a healthy condition rests with 
our Time Service Bureau, under man- 
agement of Stanley A. Pope. 

The necessity for time service and 
wateh inspection on a railroad is well 
illustrated in the following demonstra- 
tion which was given by Pope during 
an address before the Pacitie Railway 
Club in San Francisco on the subject 
of “Time Service as a Safety Measure”: 

Asking permission from members of 
his ‘audience to compare their watches 
with the correct time, Pope noted these 
diserepancies: “One minute fast... 
three and a half minutes fast... two 
minutes slow... three minutes fast 
... two and a half minutes slow . . .” 
And as the demonstration continued, it 
showed that a majority of the watches 
varied from correet time. 

No “Hit or Miss” Timing 

Only a “few minutes.” But picture 
the confusion on a railroad if its stand- 
ard clocks and employes’ watches were 
a few minutes off, Crack passenger 
trains, required to negotiate numcrous 
meets and passings, would be unable to 
fulAll their schedules if thase meets 
and passings were delayed because of 
time inaccuracies; arrivals, departures 
and connections would be made on a 
“hit or miss” basis and in a very short, 
time » smooth-running transportation 
system would become disorganized. It 
is the business of the Time Service 
Bureau to prevent. such interruptions. 

‘The beginning of railroad time ser- 
vice dates back about 50 years to an 
aecident which occurred on an eastern 
road when two trains met head-on be- 
cause of an cngincer’s faulty watch. 
Jn those days trains were operated on 
a catch-as-catch-can plan, in which 
meets and passings were more often 
negotiated by chance than by time- 

table schedule. Train crews were more 
likely to get the correct time by glanc- 
ing at the sun or the stars rather than 
their unrcliable timepieces, which in 
some instances consisted of cheap alarm 
clocks dangling from the wall of the 
engine cab, One could scareely blame 
the train crews for carelessness in keep-

ing time, however, since practically 
every city and town through which they 
passed had its own method of time 
measurement (the present system of 
Standard Time throughout the world 
became effective November 18, 1883). 
Ringing of the sehool bell or factory 
whistle, for example, often regulated 
the habits of the populace, and at one 
railroad center five different times were 
in evidence—local time and one cach 
for arrival and departure of trains 
north, south, east. and west. 

Supervision of watch inspection on 
Southern Pacific and affiliated lines 
was given by an outside concern prior 
to 1923, when Southern Pacific es- 
tablished its own Time Service Burcau, 
with Popo as manager, to maintain 
general supervision of all standard 
railroad timepieces, maintain a record 
of their performances under uniform 
rules and regulations, and appoint 
local watch inspectors to assure that 
they are kept in good order. Other 
railroads asked to become members, 
and today there arc twelve transporta- 
tion companies protected through the 
work of this bureau. 

Included on the bureau’s staff are 
165 watch’ inspectors, located at all 
terminal points on Pacific Lines, also 
there arc traveling inspectors wha 
cover their territories at regular periods, 
inspecting the watches of employes 
who are not accessible to local inspec- 
tors, such as section and extra gang 
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foremen, agents, operators, and others. 
All inspectors are thoroughly grounded 
in the mechanics of timepicces, 

From the moment a student rail- 
roader enters serviee in the Operating 
Department, he becomes watch-con- 
scious. One of his first acts upon pass- 
ing his examination is to visit an 
authorized watch inspector for com- 
parison of his watch with standard time 
and for any corrections or adjustments 
as may be necessary. He quickly learns 
that his railroad watch is a constant 
and valued companion. 


Watches Closely Checked 


Visits to the watch inspector are 
made semi-monthly by most of the 
employes affected, and should a watch 
show @ variation of 20 or more seconds 
it must be set to correct time. Every 
employe who is subjeet to time service 
provisions carries a certificate on which 
a record of the performance ‘of his 
watch is entered at cach visit to the 
inspector. Thus, by glaneing at one 
of these cards, the expert watchmaker 
is able to determine the “habits” of 
a particular watch, just as a physician 
knows the condition of a patient by 
reading his ehart. 

Watch mechanisms ere inspected 
semi-annually, and if any unsafe con- 
ditions are noted the watch is taken 
out of service until the irregularities 
have been corrected. While bis watch 
is undergoing repair, the employe is 
provided with a Standard Loaner watch 
which meets specifications of the Time 
Service Bureaa. 

Activities of the Time Service Bureau 
are not confined solely te supervision 
of railroad watches. There are about 
5,000 clocks which are used for every 
purpose in railroad operation. 

Most important of these are the 285 
Standard Clocks which are located at 
all terminals and used by trainmen und 
enginemen in cheeking their watehes— 
a necessity before every run. Embody- 
ing the highest type of workmanship, 
these clocks reecive close attention. 
Telegraph operators check them daily 
with Naval Observatory Time, which

“Some of these clocks arrive at the 
shop in the final’ stages of dilapidation 
and ‘probably would now :be-spending 
their last; days on some scraphoap if 
sent elsowhere for attention,”:-Pope 
states. “But: through ‘the .skill.of 
cabinet-maker and watch-maker’ they 
are reconditioned at moderate cost.” 
Southern Pacifie’s Time Service Bu- 
reau is nationally known. Manager 
Pope is vice president of the Horo- 
logical Institute of America, and a 
yecognizéed authority on railroad time 
service. He bias devoted more than 25 
years to-the care of watches and elocks. 


Rules for Watch Care 
“So many people treat their watches 
with -utter disregard for ‘the -delicate 
movement,” he:says, “yet wonder why 
they fail to keep accurate time. Often 
you hear persons say: ‘I haven't taken 
iny wath to-e jeweler in a number of 
years, but it still keeps comparatively 
good time.’ Such a remark makes any 
railroad operating man shudder.” 
Here are .a few ‘simple’ suggestions 
which Pope passes along for those who 
would increase the Jifeof their watch: 
2.” Never allow your watch to suifer un- 
HOC Suny shocks or bumps. 
‘Wind it-to the full extent of the main- 
spring as close to every 24 hours as 
~ possible: 
Form the habit of-placing it in the 
“same ‘position during .rest hours, prow 
_Lferably dial up and fosting on a flat 
surface. | Laydt down with care. 
"Have it oiled .and cleaned at regular 
periods no longer than 18 months apart. 
Whon your ‘watch needs regulation 
jor ‘any: mechanical adjustment, under 
‘no eifcumstances attempt it yourself. 
‘Novor open ‘the movemont. 
If corroction ‘is necessary, take your

_ for San Francisco-Los Angeles Coast Line Run 


RDERS for two additional 14-car 

Daylight streamlincrs for the San 
Fraricisco-Los Angeles coast line run 
have been placed by Southern Pacific 
Company with the Pullman Standard 
Car’ Manufacturing Company, Presi- 
dent A. D. McDonald announced in 
San Francisco March 30. 

The new trains, costing approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 each, exclusive of 
joromotives, will be delivered for service 
some time late this year. They will 
follow the basic design of the present 
Daylights, among the most popular 
trains in the world, but will embody a 
number of inprovements and refine- 
ments. 

Major advancement will be a three- 
car articulated dining unit, made up of 
a full-length kitehen car in the center, 
serving both a fulllength diner and a 
full-length coffee shop car. The new 
diner will seat 72 persons as compared 
with 40 in the present diner-kitchen 
car, and the new coffee shop car 80 as 


compared with 56 in the present coffee 
shop-kitchen-car. This is the first din- 
jng unit of its type in America. 

Typical of other refinements is a new 
type of luggage compartment in cach 
chair and parlor car, with an outside 
door through which baggage may be 
loaded and unloaded at terminals with- 
out congesting the vestibules. Shelves 
in the new compartments will be oper- 
ated electrically on an elevator principle 
to bring any shelf to the level. of the 
outside door for easy access. 

Although outside appearance of the 
train and interior appointments such as 
sponge-rubber seats will follow the de- 
sign of the present trains, additional 
roominess will be provided by increas- 
ing the length of cars from 79 feet 2 
inches to 81 feet. 

The new trains will be powered, as 
are the present Daylights, by 5,000- 
horsepower locomotives, umong the 
largest and most powerful streamlined 
steam motive power units in the world. 


RECOVERY: Stop Special Privileges 


in National Transportation, S. O. Dunn Urges 


# iO program for business recovery 
will accomplish its purpose unless 
it includes measures that will effectively 
promote financial and physical rehabili- 
tation of the railroads,” declared Samuel 
©. Dunn, chairman of the Simmons- 
Boardman Publishing Corp. and editor 
of Railway Age, in an address March 24 
pefore the Commonwealth Club of San 
Francisco. “This isa vitally important 
fact which political considerations and 
the short-sighted selfishness of certain 
big business interests are causing to be 
disregarded in most current discussions 
of needed cooperation by Government 
and business. 
“There is only one thing necessary to 
a solution of the railroad problem in the 
public interest, but that one thing is 
absolutely essential, This is applica- 
tion to all carriers of the sound Ameri- 
can principle: “Equal rights for all; spe- 
cial privileges for none.’ The present 
plight of the railroads is mainly due to 
almost. every conceivable violation of 
this principle by the transportation 
policies of both the federal and state 
governments, although also largely due 
to the depression. The purpose and 
effect of these policies is government con- 
frol and restriction of the railways and 
government promotion of other carriers. 
“Because all railway rates are con- 
trolled by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the managements of the 
gailways are not free promptly to 
change rates to meet the competition 
of other carriers, while other carriers 


necessary to meet railway competition, 
the railways provide and maintain their 
own highways at a cost of about 40 per 
cent of their total expenses, while gov- 
ernment charges nothing for use of the 
inland waterways that it provides, and 
charges much less than cost for the use 
of its roads by commercial buses and 
trucks. 

“Thus the railroads are in competi- 
tion, not only with the carriers using 
inland waterways and roads, but also 
with government itadf as the owner and 
maintainer of these waterways and 


cessfully meet such government com- 
petition; and the railroads are being 
bled to death by it. Their freight earn- 
ings in 1937 were 1,400 million dollars 
Jess than in 1926; and at least 1,000 
million dollars of the loss was due to 
this government competition, 

“A solution of the railroad problem 
by equalizing government treatment of 
all carriers is a necessary means of pro- 
moting recovery by lergely increasing 
railroad employment and railroad buy- 
ing from the durable goods industries. 
It is essential to stopping the unneces- 
sory and enormous increase oceurring 
in the total cost of transportation borne 
by the public due to artificial expansion. 
of transportation facilities, And, most 
important, it is essential to arresting 
the rapid drift of the railroads toward 
government ownership, the adoption of

Yardman Finds Thrills in Frozen Arctic Regions 


NJi day a tiny §-year-old lad sat in 

a movie theatre, entranced by a 
picture whose leading character was 2 
young man who undertook all manner 
of difficult, and seemingly impossible 
tasks, but succeeded in doing all of 
them well. So impressed was the young 
spectator, that he left the theatre 
firmly determined to pattern himself 
after his new-found hero. 

Although this happened some years 
ago, Ed Levin has never forgotten that 
picture, with the result that today he 
is one of the most interesting persons 
you will mect on our railroad, or any- 
where else. 

Levin is footboard yardmaster at San 
Jose Coach Yards. Blessed with the 
enviable combination of brains and 
brawn—242 pounds of bone a’.d muscle 
—he has to his credit more academic 
achievements and adventurous under- 
takings than the average person could 
expect to cram into a lifetime. 

A list of his scholastic accomplish- 
ments, sandwiched between his 18 
years of railroad service, includes a 
Bachelor of Arts degree from San Jose 
State College, Master’s degree from 
Stanford, six State teaching credontials 
in geology, presideney of an honorary 
fraternity and member of three others. 
He is now studying to obtain a Ph. D, 
degroo at Stanford this year. 

While adding to his vast store of 
knowledge, Levin has not neglected his 
physical development. He was chosen 
All-Far-West-Conference guard for 
three years while a member of San 
Jose State’s football team; was a pro- 
fessional prizcfighter for four years, dur- 
ing whieh he enguged in 50 bouts, lost 
but three of them. His ring name was 
Stanley O'Dea, the name of the hero in 
the above-mentioned movie. 

More interesting than these experi- 
ences, however, have been his ad- 
ventures as a member of Father Hub- 
bard’s Seientifie Expedition on nine of 
its famous Arctic explorations, during 
which he has visited every Eskimo 
tribo on the Arctic coast. He has hunted 
walrus and polar bear, paddled his way 
across an open stretch of sea on a 
block of ice, was nearby Point Burrow 
when news of the lost Russian flyers 
was received, and saw the shack where 


Amundsen spent a winter on his trip 
across the Northwest Passage. He 
swam in the iee-strewn waters of the 
Arctic, for which feat the Eskimos gave 
him the name of “Ouickuctuck” which 
means “husky; and actually learned 
to relish the Eskimo bill of fare, which 
included such delicacies as “muktuk” 
Qwhale skin), “oogruk” (giant seal) and 
frozen walrus liver and heart—all eaten 
raw! 

“My greatest thrill, however,” Levin 
snys, “was on the last trip, which 
lasted 18 months, when I had oppor- 
tunity to give the Eskimo youngsters 
a little athletic training, teaching them 
boxing, tumbling, wrestling, football.” 

Such physical activity was intended 
ta harden the Eskimo lads against 
tuberculosis, which afflicts almost every 
inhabitant, Levin explains. 

On all of his visits to the Aretic, 
Levin never passed up an opportunity 
to boost Southern Pacific Company. 
“Father Hubbard arranged « number 
of trips for tourists and in many in- 
stanecs ] was able to sell them on the 
idea of a trip down the West Coast to 
New Orleans, thence by boat to New 
York,” he said. 

“It's a funny thing about tourists,” 
he added, “most of them have no par- 
ticular cheice of a railroad, and are 
waiting for someone to urge them which 
way to go. Uf everybody would remem- 
ber that we would have no difficulty in 
getting them on our lines. And the way 
to do it is to become familiar with the 
scenic attractions we have fo offer” 

At present, when not on yard duty 
from 11:30 p. m. to 7 a, m, or getting 
his daily quota of sleep, Levin is bu: 
lecturing on his Aretic experiences or 
acting in the capacity of general mana- 
ger of the Father Hubbard exhibit close 
by the S. P. Roundhouse on Treasure 
Island. 

Ve is entertaining an offer to make 
a trip to South America, taking moving 
pictures and stills along the entire pro- 
posed route of the International Pacific 
highway. At the same time, he is hop- 
ing for another opportunity to go to the 
Arctie.

YEAR REPORT: Rail Traffic Slumps 


as Wages, Material Costs and Taxes Increase 


Following is the Annual Report issued 
March 2 by the Board of Directors to 
46,659 stockholders, in which the results 
of the operations and financial affairs of 
the Southern Pacific Company and afili- 
ated companies for the year ending 
December $1, 1988, are briefly shown, 
and in which “loyally and efficient serv- 
ices of officers and employes are grate- 
fully acknowledged”: 


ET deficit of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System was $6,829,008.44, 
in contrast with $756,798.35 of net in- 
come for 1937. For Southern Pacific 
Transportation System and all sepa- 
rately operated solely controlled affili- 
ated companics the net deficit’ was 
$12,878,604.63, which compares with a 
net deficit of $3,391,017.68 for 1937, 
Net railway operating income of 
Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $14,297,003.18. It 
was the smallest for any year since 
1938, and was $8,319,277.50, or 36.78 
per cent, less than for 1937. This was 
the net result of a decrease of $24,946,- 
698.61, or 11.09 per cent, in operating 
revenues; a decrease of $16,666,007.36, 
or 9.58 per cent, in operating expenses; 
an increase of $931,317.69, or 5.48 per 
cent, in railway tax accruals; and a de- 
erense of $892,131.44, or 7.76 per cent, 
in equipment and joint facility rents 
paid, 


Reasons for Decrease 


The decrease in operating revenues 
wag mainly due to the nation-wide de- 
cline of industrial and business activi- 
ties that developed in the latter part of 
1987 and reached its lowest stage in the 
forepart of 1988, as a result of which 
the volume of traffic carried by your 
Company’s Lines was seriously re- 
duced. The decrease in operating reve- 
uucs for the first four months of the 
year amounted to $14,562,682.75, or 
19.59 per cent. In ‘addition to the 
effect on operating revenucs of lower 
traffic volume generally, a substantial 
part of this decrease was a result of 
considerable revenue gains in the samo 
four months of 1987, from freight move- 
ment by rail because of interruption of 
steamship services 10 and from Pacifie 
ports. Decrease in operating revenues 
for the year would. have been more 
severe except for authorization by the 
Interstate Commeree Commission, in 
Ex Parte 123, of a general increase in 
freight rates and charges which, to- 
gether with increases authorized on 
Intrastate freight traffic, produced 
approximately $7,260,000 of revenue 
during the lust nine months of the year 
in which the increased tariffs were in 
effect. 

The year ended with traffic volume 
reflecting increasing activity in indus- 


try and business generally, and indica- 
tions are favorable for better conditions 
in 1939. Passenger revenues are ex- 
pected to be substantially larger as a 
result of travel to and from the Golden 
Gate International Exposition on 
Treasure Island in San Francisco Bay. 

Under a policy of striet economy, 
and by increasing the efficiency of opera- 
tions, the reduction in operating ex- 
penses was accomplished without im- 
pairing the standard of transportation 
services. Emergeney expenses amount- 
ing to $1,345,864.51, which ordinarily 
would have been charged to operating 
expenses, for repairs to roadway, struc- 
tures, and drainage facilities, which 
were extensively damaged by floods 
caused by torrential raing in southern 
California during February and March, 
1938, were charged to profit and loss 
accounts, with the authority of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Aside from the amount of expenses 
charged to profit and loss accounts, and 
the amount of expenses applicable to a 
larger program of rail renewals com- 
pleted during the year, the decrease in 
operating expenses was principally the 
result of the smaller volume of traffic 
and decreases effected in forces em- 
ployed, materials and supplies used, 
and fuel oil consumed in locomotives 
and steamships. 

The results were affected, however, 
by a net inerease of $3,946,000 in the 
following items of expenses: (1) an 
inerease of about $4,362,000 due to 
higher rates of pay in effect in 1938 
compared with the rates in effect prior 
to the wage increases on August 1, 
1937, for non-transportation employes, 
and October 1, 1937, for employes in 
train and engine service; (2) an increase 
of about $1,082,000 due to higher prices 
of materials and supplies, including 
fuel oil; (3) 2 decrease of about $812,000 
in amount of prepaid freight charges 
included in vendors’ invoices for smaller 
quantities of California fuel oil pur- 
chased for use in adjoining states, this 
decrease being offset by a reduction in 
freight revenues from movement of the 
oil over your Lines; and (4) a decrease 
of approximately $686,000 in pension

payments to retired, employes,.as‘a 
result, principally,..of the Tederal 
Government taking over the payment 
of pensions up to a maximum of $120 a 
month per person from June 1, 1937, 
under the terms of the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act of 1937. 


Heavy Tax Increase 


The increase in railway tax accruals 
was due to increased rates of excise 
taxes, effective January 1, 1938, pre- 
scribed by unemployment insurance 
provisions of Federal and State Social 
Security Acts, causing an increase of 
$834,223.34 in accruals of such taxes, 
although the total amount of employes’ 
compensation was smaller than in 1937; 
and an increase of $265,117.17 repre- 
senting amount of Federal surtax on 
undistributed net income paid during 
‘year 1938 on taxable net income for 
year 1936 held to be subject to that 
tax; these increases being partly offset 
by a net decrease of $168,022.82 in 
accruals for all other taxes. Excise 
taxes amounting to $36,913.69 accrued 
on compensation of employes engaged 
in rehabilitation of properties damaged 
by floods in southern California, were 
charged to profit and loss, with the 
authority of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The decrease in equipment and joint 
facility rents was principally due to 
Jess foreign line freight cars and private 
line refrigerator cars used to meet 
traffic requirements. 

Total other income amounted to 
$11,276,112.98, an inerease of $935,- 
795,90, or 9.05 per cent, compared with 
1987, because of an increase of $701,- 
564.98 in the amount of credits to mis- 
cellaneous income for charges against 
Pacific Fruit Express Company, an in- 
crease of $93,203.52 in dividends re- 
ceived from that Company, and a net 
increase of $141,027.40 in income from 
other sources. 

Expenditures by Southern Pacific 
Transportation System for additions 
and betterments amounted to $9,676,- 
812.19, a deerease of $22,911,755.11, 
compared with 1937, due, principally, 
to expenditures of $20,070,000 for new 
equipment during 1987, compared with 
$867,000 in 1938. Important projects 
progressed or completed during the 
year include the new union passenger 
terminal at Los Angeles; new passenger- 
car yard, and a new main track connec- 
tion with trackage of the new passenger 
terminal, at Los Angeles; new track 
connections in Oakland and Alameda, 
and improvements to 145 electric motor 
cars and trailers to permit operation of 
electric interurban trains over the San 


Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge railway; - 


improvement of roadway, . structures, 
and drainage facilities, which were 
damaged ‘by floods and were being re- 
habilitated during the year; ‘renewal of 
rai] in approximately 548 miles of main 


track of the . Transportation ‘System. 
awith rails. of sheavier -weight;:and ‘in- 
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stallation ‘of ‘concrete ‘lining in 2,840 
lineal feet of tunnels of the Cascade 
Line, pursuing a program begun in 
1935. 

Funded debt of Southern Pacific 
Transportation System held by the 
public increased $657,706.38, as 0 result 
of issuance to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, with approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
of notes of your Company payable on 
or before May 1, 1941, covering loans 
aggregating $14,000,000, which  ex- 
cecded the amount of funded debt re- 
tired, principally equipment trust obli- 
gations and bonds maturing during the 
year. The loans received from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation were 
applied to the payment of interest on 
funded debt, retirement of maturing 
equipment trust obligations, and to the 
emergency expenses for repairs to prop- 
ertics damaged by floods. 

‘The $20,000,000 reported in the bal- 
ance sheet of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System against loans and bills 
payable at- December 31, 1938, repre- 
sents bank loans, $5,000,000 of which 
were made in the latter part of 1937 
and $15,000,000 of which were made 
during the first five months of 1938. 
Borrowing of these funds was necessary 
due to the unusual decline in net rail- 
way operating income. It will be noted 
that the increase in interest. charges on 
unfunded debt, which was principally 
due to interest paid on the outstanding 
bank loans, was nearly offset by a de- 
crease in interest on. funded debt re- 
sulting largely from retirement of 
equipment trust certificates and bonds. 


Interurban Service 


Effective December 1, 1938, opera- 
tion of the interurban passenger service 
previously conducted by your Com- 
pany between San Francisco and Oak- 
land, Alameda, and Berkeley, Califor- 
nia, was taken over under lease by the 
Interurban Electric Railway Company, 
which is solely controlled by your Com- 
pany through stock ownership. On 
January 15, 1939, the Interurban Elec- 
tric Railway Company commenced 
operations on the San Francisco-Ouk- 
land Bay Bridge railway. At the same 


time your Company abandoned its pas- . 


senger ferry service between San Fran- 
cisco and Alameda, and reduced its 
passenger ferry service between San 
Francisco and Oakland, to that neces- 
sary to provide transportation across 
the bay for passengers, baggage, mail, 
and express, arriving at and departing 
from the Oakland Pier terminal on 
main line trains and local steam-trains.

Golden Gate Ferries, Ltd., which oper- 
s vehicular ferrics on San Francisco 
, had a consolidated net loss for 
1988 of $457,103.17, compared with a 
uet loss of $644,687.18 for 1937, Pursu- 
ant 1o decision aud order of California 
Railroud Commission, the ferry com- 
pany, on July 25, 1938, abandoned ser- 
vice between San Francisco and Marin 
County, which service, from May 28, 
1937, competed with the Golden Gate 
Bridge for vehicular traffic. The plan 
inentioned in the 1937 report, under 
which, through agreement with the 
California Toll Bridge Authority, ser- 
vice competing with the San Franei 
Oakland Bay Bridge would be elimi- 
nated, has not been consummated, and 
there are no important developments in 
this respect to report at this time. 

In the matter of reorganization of 
the St. Louis Southwestern Railway 
Company, argument on the plan pro- 
posed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission's Examiner was had before all 
members of the Commission on May 
16, 1938, and since then the Commis- 
sion has had the matter of a plan of re- 
organization under advisement. On 
January 10, 1039, the proceeding was 
reopened for the taking of further testi- 
mony ata hearing sot for April 12, 1939.

Tariffs in San Francisco and Salinas Classes 


PPORTUNITY to gain broader 
knowledge of the activities of their 
departments and their company in gen- 
eral, and the chance to solve the prob- 
Joms of their jobs by competent instruc- 
tion rather thun by the difficult—and 
sometimes costly—method of trial and 
error has been offered from time to 
time to S. P. employes in all depart- 
ments at various points on the railroad. 
In addition to the Instruction Car, 
which reaches Operating Department 
employes over the entire system, there 
have been in the past training courses 
for agents and firemen, instruction for 
Accounting Department employes, and 
traffic classes in both General Freight 
and General Passenger departments. 

Latest additions to the list were two 
Passenger ‘Traffic classes—one spou- 
sored and conducted by Traveling 
Passenger Agent N. Tooker of San 
Jose, the other sponsored by 8, F. 
District Passonger Agent Geo. B. 
Hanson, and under direct supervision 
of City Pass. Agent Walter C. Fell. 

ooker's course, which started in 
December and ended February 28, was 
conducted one night each week at 
Salinas Evening School. To teach 
railroad transportation in evening ex- 
tension classes, he was required to hold 
credentials in special subjects and have 
permission of the California State 
Board of Education. The course con- 
sisted of lectures on tariffs by Tooker 
and general discussion, and was in- 
iended more as an aid in working out 
practical problems of scasoned em- 
ployes, rather than a training school 
for younger mer. Membership was 
limited to twenty-five and composed 
of agents, eashiers and clerks in the 
Salinas Valley territory. 

Results of the course showed that 
not only did the school benefit. the 
“students,” but it produced a notice- 
able increase in solicitation activity. 
Similar elass is planned for the fall. 

San Francisco District, Passenger 


Traffic Institute was inaugurated on 
February 13 for the benefit of those 
employes'who had entered service since 
the close of the previous institute in 
1987. The course was planned by Felt 
and consists of a series of lectures‘and 
discussions designed to familiarize the 
newcomers with ramifications other- 
wise learned only by long experience. 

Opening meeting was devoted 10 an 
outliné of the history of Southern Pa- 
cific and its predecessor lines to give 
the young “students” a background 
knowledge of their company’s “an- 
cestry.” Subject of the next. meeting 
was the compuny’s general organize- 
tion and functions of various depart- 
ments, with detailed discussion of Pas- 
senger Traffic work. 

C. E. Loubert, chief of Train Service 
Bureau in Gon’l Passenger Dep't, spoke 
at the third meeting, outlining the 
services afforded by aur trains on the 
Four Great Routes and describing the 
accommodations of each train, His 


+ discussion included the method of in- 


uugurating train service te answer the 
public need and the part Pullman Com- 
pany plays in train service work. 

Other meetings have been devoted 
to an outline of the tariffs used in the 
8. F. District, how our tariffs cover 
the system, how tariffs should be used 
to locate fare information quickly and 
correctly, a study of the more intricate 
phases of passenger fare strueture, and 
timetable use in planning itineraries. 

Assistance in individual instruction 
is being lent by agents and others wha 
have had many years of experience in 
this field, ‘Fhese Monday evening 
meotings in the Genoral Office Tea 
Room will last about three months. 

It is expected that the well-organized 
training course will result in even more 
efficient. service by San Franciseo Dis- 
trict information men, ticket salesmen 
and traffic forees, in addition to helping 
the young men prepare for their rail- 
road future.

Operating Results: 


For the two months ended February 

- 28, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Lines amounted to 
$29,964,258, or $1,021,398 more than 
the ‘revenues for the same period of 
1938, an increase of 4%, 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $24,309,305, 
or $1,164,078 under expenses for the 
same period of 1988, a decrease of 5%. 

After deducting tax accruals of $2,- 
955,964, and net rentals for use of 
cquipment and joint facitities totaling 
$1,502,157, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $1,196,742, or a 
gain of $2,428,930 compared with the 
net railway operating loss for the same 
period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals und miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes .in 


the hands of the public, and other 
fixed charges. For the month of Janu- 


ary, 1939, the income from all sources 
was not sufficient to cover the fixed 
ebarges, and the final result was a Net 
Loss of $1,333,072, which compares 
with 2 net loss of $2,606,514 for the 
same month of 1938. No dividends 
have been paid since January, 1932. 
Final results for two months period 
of 1989, not available as the Bulletin 
goes to press, will be shown next issue.
